Before the filing of the amendment with Request For Continued Examination on 24 
September 2003, there were 18 total claims in the application, of which 1 (Claim 1) was 
independent. To that point in the prosecution of the application, no additional claim fees 
were necessary. 

The amendment filed with Request For Continued Examination on 24 September 
2003 added Claims 20, 21, and 22; changed Claims 14 and 18 from dependent to 
independent; and ^celled Claim 13 . This gave the application 21 total claims , of which 
3 are independent. 

Paragraph 2 under "REMARKS" on Page 2 of the amendment filed 24 September 
2003 states that "the claims in the application are claims 1-12 and 14-22", and authorizes a 
deposit account charge of $18.00 "inpayment of the fee for presentation of a 21st claim", 
which would be under Fee Code 1202.
